at night, Capt, Reynolds of the Briufh fhip Hatrriot, an 
ermed velfel m government fervice, manned his boat and 
prefied feveral American feamen, from the different vellels.

timeore; Capt. Lefher, &c.

I:n- 
mediately after Capt. Reynolds fired at the people on 
boar@the Eliza, which was returned by Capt. Potter and 
his party, who made ufe of every offenfive weapon they 
were in poffeffioa of, and after fome time beat.ghe boat off, 
Capt. Keynolds returned the we with a frefh fup- 
ply, but had to retreat with lofs #eithen went on fhore to 
colleé a ftronger reinforcement ; during the interval, the 
Americans thought prudent to form a junétion, which they 
accordingly did on board the brig Richard’ and }ames, 
where they were fully determined to make a grand effort, 
orbe flain toa man, Shortly after Captain Rey:iolds re- 
turned with his force the third time; but finding no one 
off bord the Eliza, they gave three cheers. One of the 
officers ftruck a dead man belonging to Captain Reynolds, 
whom he took.to be an American, and cut his fcull in two. 

The lofs of the Britith on this occafion were feventcen 
men killed and weunded, by their own reporters ; and of 
the Americans, one man killed and another wounded.
